Coffin Bought for Aycock by 
Gift of Citizens, 


People of Watkinsville Said

Athens, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)—The 
exciternent in the little town of Wat- 
kinsville has about died ont since the a°- 
tion of the mob yesterday morning 
taking seven negroes and one white man 
from the pai] there and shooting them to 
déath, 

One of the negroes, Sandy Price, was 
Claimed by his mother and was buried 
in the negro cemetery. The other six 
were unclaimed and. were all buried in 
one grave. , 

The peopfe of Watkinsville made 
money to purchase a coffin for Aycock, 
the white man, and he was buried in the 
Watkinsville cemetery. 

The excitement incident to the lynch- 
ing having died away to a large extent, 
the people of Oconee count¥Y have now 
turned their attention to the 
of all possible evidence as to the identity 
of the mob.

The motive for the crime was robbery 
and it is believed the murderers got 
away with fully $300 or $400. Old man 
Holbrook had that much money at home, 
having secured it from a kand settle- 
ment in Banks county a few weeks prior 
to that time. This money was carried 
by Mrs. Holbrook in a cloth sack, which 
she kept next to her breast. The mur- 
derers had torn almost every rag of 
clothing from her body in the effort to 
find the money and finally succeeded in 
getting it.

THAT DIVINE CALL! % 

In the speech at Madison, which marked the opening of his 
campaign for the governorship of Georgia, Mr. Hoke Smith dwelt 
with much unction upon the motive which he says impels him tc 
inake this race, claiming that he has the inspiration of a Divine 
Call. 3 

The cry is not an unfamiliar one. 

The Divine Call catchword has been resorted to from time 
immemorial by politicians seeking to promote their own ends, and 
it comes with no surprise to find it adopted now; nor, it may be 
said in passing, will it surprise anybody to find it taken up in 
future contests. If, however, we are to judge the present and the 
future by the past not every man who assumes unto himself such 
inspiration has warrant for doing so. 

It is undoubtedly true that in real crises in the world’s history, 
the Divine Power which directs the affairs of men has marked 
for leadership certain great men whose lives have proven them 
in every way worthy—men whose devotion to the principles , they | 
advocated has had no tarnish of selfishness, no taint of hypocritical | 
pretense. But the lessons of history do not teach that at any 
time was a Saracen Divinely marked for leadership in the Crusades; 
that a Tory was ever given a Divine Call to lead the patriot forces 
in the days of the great struggle which brought the country’s in- 
dependence; that a PHARISEE was ever given a Divine Call to 
lead the Christian hosts. ; 

Since Mr. Smith lays claim to a Divine Call to leadership in 
this campaign, it is proper at this time to investigate some features 
of that gentleman’s public record with a view to discovering 
whether that record proves him to have been inspired by that devo- 
t:on to principle which must be the first requisite to a leadership 
for which he assumes the Divine stamp of approval. | 

We confess to some surprise that Mr. Smith did not see fit 
to reply, in his Madison ‘speech, to some of the charges that have 
been publicly made against him—charges that in their very nature 
bear directly upon his assumption of a Divine Call. 

Inasmuch, however, as he did not see fit to make reference 
to these charges—vitally important as they are in the light of his 
claims—The Constitution feels the necessity, in the interest of 
truth, of bringing his record of consistency before the lime-light 
of publicity. | 

To illustrate—there was ‘no reference in Mr. Smith’s speech 
to the charge openly made against him that when he retired from 
the cabinet of Presideft Cleveland, he returned to Atlanta by way 
of Wall street, where he had borrowed, for himself or for his news- 


through the indorsement of the president of the Southern railway! 
Perhaps such a loan was not in itself extraordinary. But the 
{act that he obtained the money through such influences—if he did, 
as has been publicly charged—becomes of particular public interest

NEW BUG FOUND: 
NOT BOLL WEEVIL 


Entomologist Smith Investi- 
gates Ravages of Cotton 
Beetle. 


State Entomologist R. I. Smith re- 


turned yesterday from Laurens county, 
where he. has been looking into the mat- 
ter of the ravages of the newly found 
cotton beetle, which was thought Dy 
many to be the cotton boll weevil, waich 
has done so much damage in Texas and 


other western cotton states. 
Mr. Smith states positively that this 
beetle is not the Mexican weevil, thougn 


it is doing a great deal of damage to the 


cotton wherever it is found. The bug 
eats out the squares and blooms until 
they fall off. In some instances Mr. 


Smith found as many as twenty-five of 
these beetles on one bloom and fifty or 
more on a single leaf. 

Reports of the ravages of this beetle, 
which, for want of a better common 


name, is just now called the new cotton | 


beetle, have come trom Yaurens, Dooly, 
Irwin, Emanuel, Wilcox, Telfair and sev- 
eral other counties. It was reported in 
Coffee county last year, but has not been 
found there this year, 
Entomologist Smith recommends the 
dusting of the cotton plant with a mix- 


| ture of paris green and lime to eradicate 


the pest, practically the same mixture 
as is used for the cottan caterpillar.
